Adoption of an ordinance fix- 
ing the city clerk’s salary at $75 
@ month, hearing of a report on 
how the local building code is en- 
forced and receiving of other re- 
ports featured last night’s city 
council meeting. 

While it is expected the new 
city clerk, elected in April, will 
be at the city hall at definite 
hours, the council will fully co- 
operate with the official in fixing 
the time that is the most suitable 
to the clerk, according to a gen- 
eral “policy” that was adopted 
along with the ordinance. 

Preceding the adoption of the 
measure, there was considerable 
discussion as to the probable of- 
fice hours and duties. The book- 
keeping duties of the office now 
require about three hours a day, 
it was reported. 


BUILDING INSPECTION 

Richard Derby, building  in- 
Spector, was present to discuss 
with the council the policy to be 
followed in enforcing the build- 
ing code. ‘He pointed out that on 
a recent alteration job he was 
criticized by one local contractor, 
who said the code was not rigid- 
ly enforced. In other cases, Mr. 
Derby said, complaints are made 
that the code is enforced too 
strictly. The official then ex- 
plained various features pf the 
building law and told how the, 
building inspectors of this district 
meet regularly to discuss the act 
and seek to give uniform inter- | 
pretation of its various features. |

Closer inspec- 
tion revealed a large black widow 
spider swinging ccntentedly in her 
hammock less than five inches be- 
low the glowing coals in the 
fire box. ; 

She was quickly removed from 
the stove and dispatched to where- 
ever is that dead spiders go. 

Mr. Leaman thinks perhaps the 
venomous spider was brought intu 
the house on the wood, but how 
it got into the stove and how it 
survived the heat is an unsolved 
mystery.

Claremont Man Originates 
Device for Clearing 
Citrus Land 





William Teuscher of Claremont, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Teusch- 
er, 452 Campus avenue, is the in- 
ventor of a new machine for clear- 
ing rocks from citrus land. 

The device has been tested at in- 
tervals on the young lemon grove 
of James A. Blaisdell, president

The equipment is constructed on 
a, truck frame, and is drawn py a 
small tractor. In the front, 
slightly-tilted horizontal blade 
skims underneath the surface of 
the earth, allowing rocks and dirt 
to be shoved into a moving rota- 
ting separator, which divides the 
rocks from the earth. While the 
dirt falls through the screen and
